the Gulf at Corpus Christi, soon to have 
deep water. 
Both aperations involved only short 
building operations, out of proportion! 
to the results which will be achieved 
it is pointed out. As the situation now 
stands, 
the 
Quanah, 
Acme 
and 
Pacific, one of the short lines to be 
absorbed, runs from a junction w ith 
the Frisco at Quanah to a blind end a t 
MacBain, with the three places men­ 
tioned as the nearest points at which 
Junction with another railroad could be 
secured. 
Such a junction would open 
both ends of the line to traffic, and 
permit the Frisco to handle tonnage to 
and from a much wider territory in 
W est Texas. 
The same is true of Menard. 
The 
northern term inus of the S. A. U. & 
G., at Kerrville is only 60 miles away. 
Besides giving the Frisco a straight 
outlet to the new deep w ater port to be 
constructed at Corpus Cristi, this line, 
it is pointed out, would tie n loose end 
back to the I. & G. N. a t San Antonio, 
and via that line to the Mexican bor­ 
der.

W ashington, Feb. 26.—The sbarp fall 
in cotton prices which began in April 
1929, continued for more than a year 
was due to the general deflation, the 
great Increase in high priced inventor­ 
ies and the subsequent “buyers’ strike’* 
the Federal Trad«^ Commission set forth 
in m report submitted today to con­ 
gress. 
The price in«iuiry was made by a 
resolution by Congress last March and 
the present prelim inary report it waa 
said, would Ik? followed by the «‘om m ls^ 
sion in accordance with instructions by 
another dealing particularly with oper­ 
ators of the cotton exchange. 
The post-war price 
deflation, 
the 
commission 
described 
as 
worldwide 
character affecting 
the 
commodities 
in this country in varying degress and 
cotton, for which prices had gone higher 
before the break more than any other 
in the low level of prices reached. The 
most im portant and immediate factor® 
in the decline, however, the commission 
found to Ik* “the marked increase in 
supplies and decrease In demand." The 
report went into m arket 
condition« 
during the w ar period ami immediately 
after which brought cotton proees up 
to the peak in April. 1!>20. Supply and 
demand were found to have been the 
controlling factors throughout which 
the high price level prevaling in 1919-
